It is much to a point ot deal with "Heat Stroke" or "Heat Exh¬ 
austion" (sonetimes called "Overheated") and the taking of salt 
cablets. The condition of "Heat StrokeV is, in short, the result 
of loss of fluid in the body; the lack of replacement of the same, 
and the resulting natural elevation of temperature of the body or 
"fever". Varying degrees of this are often evident. A feelong of 
loss of pep, partial exhaustion and tiredness. Loss of appetite 
in this climate is very often a degree of this condition. The 
J iking of salt tablets tend to hold the vital necessary fluid in 
•:ie body. In this climate, to safeguard the health of all workers, 
c is suggested that four to six tablets be taken daily. They are • 
best taken with plenty of water in mid-morning and afternoon. The 
amount of salt taken at meals does not ordinarily suffice nor can 
be relied on to be sufficient. The tablets can be obtained at the 
CMAA’s office or the Dispensary. 

A Dispensary has been set up next '-t hut 11, Facilities for hand¬ 
ling all dispensary cases are available and it will no longer bw 
necessary to go the Mengc or Marine. It’s your own to use. The Menge 
Sick Bay and other facilities will be used when necessary. The 
writer wishes to take this opportunity, on behalf of the unit ; to 
thank the Officers and men who made the Dispensary possible, and 
also to thank those at Menge Dispensary for their hearty cooperation. 

This department expects complaints of skin irritations. Working 
conditions may at times be dusty. Dust and dirt rubbed into the 
skin from friction of clothing, will cause uncomfortable skin infect¬ 
ions, especially about the neck, arms, and groin. Proper hygienic 
measures, daily bathing habits, (plenty of soap) and early care 
will go a long way to prevent and to cure these conditions. 

The use of the lagoons for shimming purposes is frowned upon by 
those who deal with health and sanitary problems. It s felt, 
)ersonally, that some distinct possibility of ear infections arise 
'rom swimming in this water. In shower bathing, with this x?ater, 
uf and when it comes to pass, soap will have the effect of counter¬ 
acting any chance of fungus infection.

In this 
connection, the care of the feet 
Is to be considered. Bathing dail5 r , 
of course, goes without additional 
comment. Clean socks should be 
worn daily and changed during the 
day, if necess ry. It has been no¬ 
ticed that some are wearing no socks 
and some with holes are,being worn. 
Socks should be of light cotton or 
heavier.. They are available here 
and there is no excuse for not 
wearing clean socks and socks that 
are in good condition. Take care of 
y eur feet and report r ny condition 
“'ot normal.
